The third of Septem- 
tember was pitch'd on for the attempt, as being 
found by Lilly’s Almanack , and a Scheme ereéted 
for that purpofe, to be a Lucky Day, a Planet then 
Ruling which Prognofticated the Downfall. of Monar- 
chy.
